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GRUESOME FIND 
IN A BIG TRUNK 


Body of Murdered Greek Priest 
Diecovered in New York 
: Tenement House 


New York, May 2—Rev. Father 
Kaspar, of the Armenian Apostolic 
church, of Hoboken, N.J., was murd- 
ered in this city some time last week. 
The body was found today in a trunk 
which had been left as.security for 
their room rent by two Greeks, who 
three weeks ago engaged a furnished 
room of Mrs, Henry Sherer, who oc- 
cupies the third floor tenement at No. 
333 West 37th street. 

Three weeks ago Mrs. Anni Sherer 
rented one of her six rooms in a west 
Sith street tenement to two strangers. 
Last Wednesday the rent was not 
forthcoming, but her lodgers, two 


‘Greeks, told her that she was amply 


secured by their well filled trunks. 
Next morning the men disappeared 
and today the trunks were broken 
open, To the horror of Mrs. Sherer 
it was found to contain the badly «le- 
composed body of a man believed to 
have been a priest of the Greek 
church, The body was in a kneeling 
position with head bound against the 
knees by a heavy strap. The murder- 
ed man must have been about 60 
years of age. He weighed probably 
160 pounds and was about 5 feet, + 
inches tall. A long flowing beard ‘1c 
wore was streaked with grey but his 
bushy hair was black. An undershirt 
and a cuff were all the body had on, 
but on top of it had been thrown 
three coats of cicrical cut and several 
other articles of clergy. 

The police think it possible that the 
body was shipped from Chicago by ¢«- 
press and the authorities of that city 
have been asked to follow one clue, 
based on a@ metal ticket also found ‘n 
the trunk. This ticket was issued by 
a restaurant at 192 Halstead street, 
west, Pullman, Chicago, and written 
in ink across it was the firm name, 
“8. Ermoylan -Bros.”’ Through the 
word “brothers” several red ink lines 
had been drawn, 

Following an autopsy at the morgue 
two men were arrested on suspicion. 
Mrs. Sherer told the coroner that when 
the two men engaged the room in her 
home, the number of which is 332 
West 37th street, they described 
themselves as John and Paul Sarkis, 
each about 35 years old. John was 
dark and smooth shaven and the wo- 
man understood that he. conducted a 
restaurant in the tenderloin. He 13- 
sembled his brother, but wore a mous- 
tache. The men were visited, she said 
by a man wearing a clerical garb, who 
looked not unlike the murdered man. 
She thought that this man called at 3 
oclock last Wednesday morning. 

No one in the tenement thats day 
heard any unusual noises. Last We:l- 
nesday afternoon an express wags) 
brought to the house the trunk which 
held the corpse. One of the Sarkis 
with the aid of a young man, who 
drove the wagon, carried the trunk 
with considerable difficulty to the lodg- 
ers room, That night Mrs. Sherer 
asked her roomera for the rent due 
They pointed to the trunk and said it 
would be found to contain ample se- 
curity for the amount thy owed. The 
men afterwards said that the trunk 
delivered to them was not theirs and 
that a mistake had been made. It 1¢ 
mained in the house,however, and was 
there the next morning though the 
roomers left before Mrs. Sherer was 
up. She did not see them again. 

The next day bad odors were detect- 
ed coming from the room the Sharkis 
had occupied, and today Mrs. Sherer 
appea'ed to the police and the trunk 
was forced open. The body was re- 
moved to the morgue and the police 
began a minute examination of the 
trunk, 

It is a cheaply built affair and shows 
marks of hard usage. Inside the cov- 
er is printed a name that looks like 
Guieppe Sarkis. On the outside of 
the chest is the name “Ermovian,” 

The autopsy showed that the man’s 
neck and one arm were broken. Cor- 
oner Physician Lehan declared, how- 
ever, that his death was due to suf-

On the left wrist the date 1893 was 
tatooed in little stars and on the right 
wrist a wreath with a cross. There 
were two little tatoo circles on the 
back df the right hand, each about 
the size of a dime. A dozen detectives 
were set at work upon the case and 
tonight @ score of persons living im 
the vicinity of Mrs. Sherer’s residence 
were examined at police headquarters. 
Nothing conclusive had been establ- 
lished late tonight.

To raise the sum of $36,565 to pay 
the amount of certain expenditures, 
which ought not to be paid out of 
current revenue. c 

To raise the sum of $41,000 to pay 
the cost of two new fire hallg and the 
electric fire alarm system. 

To raise the sum of $26,000 to pay 
for the purchase of the site of the new 
municipal power house. 

To raise the sum of $22,000 to pay 
the cost of certain buildings, machin- 
ery and appliances for municipal pur- 
poses, 

To raise the sum of $120,000 for the 
purpose of paying for certain project- 
ed additions to improvements and ex- 
tensions of municipal electric lighting 
and power plants. ‘ 

On next Monday the votes will he 
taken on the two gas bylaws and on 
the grant of $50,000 for the new mun- 
icipal hospital.

BECKER ADMITS 
MURDER OF GIRL 


Man Who is Held For foul 
Deed Alleged to Have Made 
Second Statement

New York, May 26.—Henry Becker, 
under arrest since shortly after the 
slaying of Amelia Staffeldt, in Elm- 
hurst, last Wedni ay, is alleged to 
have made a sécond confession to de- 
tectives to-night, describing with min- 
uteness how the crime was commit- 
ted. Every statement made by the 
prisoner, howevet, will have to be 
supported by proof, so far as possible, 
for the police regard Becker as men- 
tally irresponsible. His first state- 
ment, in which he said he saw na 
companian assault the girl, wes sub- 
sequently retracted. To-day he was 
taken tothe scene of the crime»and 
was identified by Miss Emily Simon 
son as one of the men who washed 
at the pump in her yard on the day 
of the murder. He also said hé pick- 
ed up in the Simonson yard the hand- 
kerchief which was found on him. 

Becker was then asked about the 
second man talked about in connec- 
tion with’ the case. Then for the first 
time Becker admitted that he never 
saw this man before. After the two 
had washed their hands together at 
the pump, he said the stranger dis- 
appeared, and he did not see him 
after that. 

Becker was taken back to the jail 
and during the ride from Elmhurst 
to Long Island City he told the de- 
tectives Galvin and Tichow, it is al- 
leged, the most important and shock- 
ing part of his story. He said that 
he would feel better if he told the 
whole truth. He described how he 
had been sleeping in the fields, and 
saw the girl enter the lot in search of 
dandelions. He tried to flirt with her, 
it is asserted, but she threatened to 
call a policeman. He then hit her 
on the back of the head with a stone.

It 
is seldom that the farmer benefits | 
largely from a spring advance in 
wheat—for the excellent reason that} 
the wheat has by that time usually 
passed out of his granary into the 
elevators of the dealers, 

There is no reason to suppose that 
this would not have been the situa- 
tion at present, but for the fact that 
the railways could not handle the 
grain a few weeks ago. The farmers 
were generally prepared to sell at the 
then prevailing prices, and had the 
railways been able to handle it prac- 
tically the whole wheat crop would 
probably have passed before this from 
the possession of the farmers. There 
4s sometimes as much money in hold- 
ing wheat as in growing wheat, and 
this was one of the times. Thanks to 
the disability of the railways, the 
farmer is the man who did the hold- 
ing, and who now has the chance of 
making the money. 

It is estimated that practically two- 
thirds of the western wheat crop was 
leit in the country when the railways 
broke down in mid-winter. If this 
60,000,000 bushels of wheat can be dia- 
posed of at prevailing prices, the gain 
to the western farmer and the west 
generally by this enforced delay in 
marketing will be calculated in the 
millions, Supposing the average price 
received by the farmer to be only 10c 
per bushel higher than December and 
January prices, the total profit on our 
still unmarketed wheat would be 
something like $6,000,000—or one dol. 
lar for every man, woman and child 
in Canada, ,
